‘The dust which the gasoline engine 
of an automobile “inhales” acts like 
emery powder upon the bearings and 
the cylinder walls. Loose bearings and 
“slapping” pistons tell the story of 
the damage the dust hag wrought 
Prove it? Certainly! 

Just a little dose of grit 
what does it do? 

It wears the top ring and groove of 
each piston most, there the 
oil is hottest and for that reason thin- 
ner or less viscous than it is elsewhere 
‘in the engine. The other parts do not 
escape, however. The grit works down 
past the pistons and is circulated by 
the oil through all the engine bearings 
Whenever two surfaces rub together 
the grit takes its toll of metal, 

If dust is completely excluded there 
is no reason why ‘an automobile engine 
should not have as satisfactory a life 
as an engine. of the same type used for 
marine work. Even a steam engine 
would not be more durable.
